The Irish 
Brigade in the Papal service has certainly never had our 
sympathies, but we cannot read of their ignoble defeat 
without a feeling of humiliation. We could not but 
desire the defeat of the Papal levies in their contest 
with Italians fighting for their liberties—for the right 
of settling their own affairs; but even in defeat we 
hoped and trusted that the Irish regiments would dis- 
lay xa bravery worthy of their race and of our country. 
We remembered with pride the gallantry which the 
Hibernian auxiliaries displayed of old in the German 
wars ; and in every battle which British troops have 
fought, the Irish regiments have won a. proud 
share of the bloodstained laurels. Even in the 
very questionable cause in which they are now 
fighting, we hoped that the hereditary valour 
of their nation would have displayed itself, and that, 
though defeated, they would have proved themselves 
more than a match for the best troops which Italy 
could produce. 

But, with our present imperfect information, we 
must not judge too severely either of Lamoriciere or 
of these six hundred Irishmen. It is probable that we 
mhall hear—and we shall be giad to hear—that our 
countrymen were made prisoners only because they 
were deserted by the rest of the Papal troops, and 
were surrounded by numbers against which it 
was hopeless to contend. It must be remembered 
that the Sardinian forces greatly outnumbered 
the Pa army. The two columns under Fanti 
and dini are said to be fifty thousand strong, while 
the troops at the disposal of Lamoriciere did not ex- 
weed one half that number. We cannot, therefore, con- 
eur in the sneers which some of our contemporaries 
lavish upon Lamoriciere, styling him an incapable 
ofhcer who can triumph only over Arabs. With a 
heterogeneous and half-disciplined force he had to con- 
tend against an army of seasoned troops superior in 
numbers to his own; and he himeelf is said to have 
been suffering from an attack of gout, which must have 
disabled him from commanding with efficiency. A slight 
fit of indigestion twice paralysed in the field the 
genius of the great’ Napoleon ; and if Lamoriciere’s 
gout were anything more than a phrise, the marvel is 
that he should have attempted to lean bis troops at all. 
But the exigency demanded the effort; and if, disabled 
by sickness, and confronted by a force superior alike in 
numbers and in discipline, he has been worsted in the 
action, it surely is ungenerous to grudge the defeated 
Genera! his past laurels, and impute to him asa fault what 
in truth was a misfortune and a necessity. 

The garrison of Ancona, be!eagured by Cialdini and by 
the Italian fleet, and acorps of German mercenaries pur- 
sued by General Fanti, are the only remains of the Papal 
army which still offer opposition to the army 
of the Sardinian King. The Neapolitan forces concen- 
trated around Gacta are disheartened and disinclined to 
action, and apparently will offer little resistance to the 
army of Garibaldi which is preparing to attack them at 
Capua. Were there no foreign intervention, the for- 
tunes of Central Italy would soon be decided. But there 
is foreign intervention—twenty thousand troops of the 
French Emperor maintain their hold upon Rome— 
and this unjust and unauthorised intervention is pro 
ducing a grave dilemma in the affairs of Italy. 
A rupture has taken place between the Sardinian 
Government and the Liberator of Southern Italy. 
Garibaldi has always been devoted to Victor Emmanuel 
and to the cause of Italian unity; but he is bitterly dis- 
trustful of the policy which Count Cavour has imposed 
upon the Sardinian Government.
